Washington. 

Most damage appeared to be 
limited' to cracked plaster, brok- 
en windows and dishes, and 
snapped wires. 

The University of Washington 
seismologist sold the quake was 
so strong It knocked the heedlo 
off the seismograph and ho was 
unable to get a reading. 

At Victoria, B. C, the Domin- 
ion, Astrophyslcal observatory 
said the same thing happened 
there. 

At OTVmpla. the state capllol 
buildings shook for nearly a 
minute and state employes ran 
into the open. 

The shock appeared to be 
worse than one which severely 
domoged the legislative build-

As it stacks up now, there's a chance 
the interstate highway will touch on the 
edges of only two Magic Valley communi- 
ties, Burley and Jerome. It's clear that 
through tourist traffic will go largely to 
those two^ommunities. "Twin Falls, Which 
has built up a considerable business 
^liased on tourist trade, is bound to see 
a' decrease In that businetfr" when the 
interstatesJhighway becomes operational 
through Magi&-^1I<S5'. The only tourist 
trade j-emaining -for I wiiL E alls will c ome 
from U. S. highway 93. 

Unforturiateiy, when the interstate route 
was being determined thcough Magic 
Valley, local leaders went along with the 
bypass philosophy. So the interstate high- 
.■way will come no closer to. Twin Falls 
than- its 'Tnterchange_.with highway 93 
about two miles north of the Perrine Me- 
morial bridge. Residents can judge fronnT 
their own experience Just how much east- 
west traffic will detour from the inter- 
state to Twin Falls. Travelers using an 
interstate highway (ipn't like to leave the 
Interstate for any reason. 

Chiffles Miller, Wendell, told the high- 
way board, "Our only chance of growth 
is in being visible' from the freeway, and 
up north (on the desert route advocated 
by Jerome) you could not see Wendell 
at all." It will be recalled that Wendell 
residents'' went along with plans for relo- 
cation of highway 25 which passes ad- 
jacent to Wendell. But iV's one thing to 
take a principal highway off a commu- 
nity's m^iii street and quite another to 
route it out of sight of the community. 
Twin Falls is going to'find ouj ithe dif- 
ference. 

Back in the days when the interstate 
route was being determined. Twin Falls 
should have been fighting to stay near the 
freeway, just as Wendell and Bliss are 
fighting today. No one should fight to re- 
tain through tourist travel down a com- 
munity's main street, but everyone con- 
cerned should do everything possible to 
keep a principal highway near the edge 
or at least within easy view of the city. 
To settle for anything less is to lose tour- 
ist traffic and business.

Tru- 
man 'publicly woshed his hands 
of the Nationalist leader In talk- 
ing to newsmen on '.Jan. 5, 1950.

After China rushed in. Tru 
man on Novv ^0 told newsmen 
the United States would use 
every weapon necessary but 
didn't want to see the A-bomb 
used. 

Long after he left the White 
House, Truman wrote that Mac 
Arthur wanted to use the bomb 
when the Chinese came In. But, 
Truman said, that "might very 
well have brought on World war 
III."

Being a warm -water, reservoir 
fl.sh. perdi mjature sexually wlth- 
Ing a year to 18 months after 
birth. Little pcrch^no longer 
than your hand Is wide oozed 
eggs and sperm Friday. The 
yearlings were spawning. The 
female, at that age. lays from 
six to eight Ihou-saiids eggs. In 
two or three years .she ll lay three 
lo four times as many. 

They do not "run" up streams 
to gravel beds, they can use the 
mud shoreline. The eggs, going 
unattended, hatch quickly and
